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Doctor Warns of Dangers 
From Defective Healers

The weather has been unsea­ 

sonably warm of late, but it pro­ 
bably will not be long before 
chilly weather is here again. 
Subsequently, deaths due to 
carbon monoxide gas poisoning, 
which most generally results 
from faulty heating units, will 
no doubt occure. It is therefore 
advisable to make sure that all 
such units, as well as other gas- 
operated household appliances, 
are operating properly.

Although unveinted heaters are 
most often the cause of such fa­ 
talities, -they occasionally occur 
In the case of vented heaters 
when the vent is not functioning 
properly or is not vented to the 
outdoors.

It Is only in the last few years 
that the operation of invented 
gas heaters has become contrary 
to law. Landlords can now be 
made criminally responsible if 
a tenant, meets death through 
the operation of such a heater. 
However, there is no such con­ 
trol over the heaters in single 
dwelling unit's. The responsibili­ 
ty rests with the householder.

All cases of gas poisoning that 
'are caused by improperly opera­ 
ting gas appliances are unne­ 
cessary, since all such equipment 
can easily be checked for uafe 
burning characteristics before 
use. This service may be ob­ 
tained from various gas com­

panies or from a local gas appli 
ance store. It is especially 1m 
portant to have this examlna 
tion made if the heater happens 
to be second hand or has been
in storage for the summer 
months. Forced air heaters and 
other vented units that heat 
with gas should also be main­ 
tained properly in order to re­ 
main safe.

At this same time any existing 
vents can be checked for block­ 
age or leakage, and a check also 
made to ascertain whether or 
not the heater is vented to the 
outside and not to another room 
or the attic.

Cracked or broken radiants 
should be replaced, and it is al­ 
so important that they remain 
in proper position at all times 
during heating. It is also ad- 
vtoable to make certain that the 
heater is connected to the gas 
supply with an approved metal 
tubing.

The first symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning are usually 
headache, a feeling of groggi- 
ness, and shortness of breath 
on exertion. When such symp­ 
toms are noticed fcn circum­ 
stances which point to the possi­ 
bility of a carbon monoxide haz­ 
ard, fresh air should bfe sought 
immediately.

New Unemployment Laws Will Boost 
Benefits to Employes to U.S. Top

Graphic evidence of the impact 
of inflation on« our California 
economy i« Riven by the changes 
made by the 1959 Legislature in 
our state unemployment and dis­ 
ability insurance lawn. Benefits 
for workers who »becomn unem­ 
ployed or suffer off-the-job disa­ 
bilities were uppod, but so wero 
the employer taxes which pay for 
the unemployment insurance sys­ 
tem.

Three major laws were enacted 
to make these changes. Two re­ 
late to jobless pay, the third to 
disability insurance.

Starting September 18 the max­ 
imum weekly unemployment in­ 
surance payment for workers who 
qualify will be increased from the

current S-lO^to $65. This will give 
California workers the highest 
weekly maximum in the nation, 
and is close to double the amount 
secured in any previous legisla­ 
tive session in the past 16 years. 
The highest increase in unemploy­ 
ment benefits previously was $7. 

To offset the cost of paying 
these more liberal benefits, the 
same law makes two different 
kind of changes in the tax provi­ 
sions, both of which mean higher 
costs for California employers. 
The first, which goes into effect 
next January 1, raises the tax 
"base" by which taxes are mea­ 
sured from the present $3000 per 
year to $3600, thus tipping em­ 
ployers' taxes by roughly 20 per 
cent. The second, effective Janu­ 
ary 1, 1961, replaces the present 
zero tax rate for employers with 
good employment records by a 
new minimum rate of three tenths

of one per cent of payroll, and In­ 
creases the present top rate from 
2.7 per cent to 3 per cent of pay­ 
roll.

On the basis of preliminary es­ 
timates, an addition of about $50 
million per year will be paid in 
jobless benefits under the new 
law. The increased costs to em­ 
ployers under the two changes 
referred to has been fixed at 
somewhere near $f>0 million per 
year.

The second unemployment com­ 
pensation bill writes permanently 
into our California law a provi­ 
sion for extended jobless compen­ 
sation similar to the temporary 
program of the federal govern­ 
ment which was started in 1958. 
The new system would bo fi­ 
nanced by a new tax levied on all 
employers subject to the law, pay­ 
able in addition to their regular 
unemployment insurance taxes. 
At the same time, California em­ 
ployers will have to repay ap­ 
proximately $56 million to cover 
benefits paid under the federal

government'^ ^mporary unem­ 
ployment insurance program, In 
effect from July, 1958.

When the new law goes Into ef­ 
fect this September, a worker who 
has used up all the benefits due 
him under the regular jobless 
benefit program will be able to

qualify for additional weekljr ben­ 
efits if the rate of unemployment 
in the state exceeds a ratio set 
in the act at the time he files his 
claim. Up to thirteen weeks of 

'benefits will be payable at the 
worker's regular weekly amount.
